Ladies and Gentlemen: 

A year ago we pictured “the inside story’’ of your children’s schooling as the 
annual report required by law. This year it seems pertinent to show exteriors. 
There is no truer measure of a city than the manner in which it chooses to house 
its school children. 

Your present Superintendent has been peculiarly fortunate in being a personal 
witness to the opening of three new high schools in Milwaukee—Riverside, 
Washington, and Bay View. At the same time you have erected additions and 
remodeled four other high schools—Boys’ Tech, North Division, Girls’ Tech, and 
West Division. Plans are now under way for a new Lincoln High School and a 
thoroughly remodeled South Division High School, which latter is of well nigh 
tragic urgency. 

During this same period seventeen modern junior high and grammar schools 
have been built—Franklin, Grant, Green Bay, Greenbush, Greenfield, Hartford, 
Hi-Mount, Keefe, Kosciusko, Lapham Park, Lincoln Avenue, Neeskara, Okla¬ 
homa, Peckham, Roosevelt, Sherman, and Wisconsin Avenue Schools. Four 
new schools are under way—Walker Junior High School, Fern wood School, 
Townsend School, and Vieau School. Sixteen other schools have also been added 
to the system—Dakota, Eightieth Street, Fifteenth Street, Garden Homes, 
Girls’ Prevocational, Hawley, Humboldt Park, Johnson’s Woods, Kilbourn 
Prevocational, Manitoba, Morgandale, Sixty-eighth Street, State Street, Story, 
Wright Street, and the School of Women’s Work. The balance of our ninety- 
nine schools have been revamped and refurnished in varying degrees, so that 
it may now be truthfully said that a Milwaukee school is usually a play house 
and work place worthy of Milwaukee’s children and the greater future to which 
they are called. Your will to house them all thus guarantees that the people’s 
generously supported program will be carried on, carefully avoiding the Scylla 
of extravagance to the left and the Charybdis of penny wisdom to the right. 

Certain details from our newest five year building program may be of interest. 
Population facts indicate that school enrollment for the past seventeen years 
has increased at a rate nearly double that of city population. This difference 
in rate of increase accounts largely for Milwaukee’s school building shortage. 
Larger percentages of children are remaining to complete the grades and are 
^entering high schools than ever before in our history. High school enrollment 
^nas doubled in the last eight years. In the past seventeen years the elementary 
grades have increased 53 per cent while high school grades have increased 244 
per cent, indicating a growing demand for high school education. During the 
past decade the average annual rate of increase in all grades is approximately 
3 per cent. The committee estimates a school population increase of 9,850 in 
the next five years and 19,865 in ten years. Expressed in terms of yearly growth 
this means an annual increase of 1,800 to 2,000, or two new schools per year. At 
the present time there is a shortage of 4,200 in the elementary schools and 2,410 
in the high schools. To cover this shortage and to care for the expected natural 
increase will require accommodations for 16,460 children. 

The Board has made commendable progress in carrying out the recommenda¬ 
tions of previous survey committees. Definite steps have been taken in connec¬ 
tion with eleven of the first twelve items in the 1925 Revision of the Building 
Program. Two buildings, the Peckham Junior High School at 37th and Con¬ 
cordia and the Kosciusko Prevocational School at Fifth and Windlake Avenues

are nearing completion. Contracts have been let for additions to the West 
Division and North Division High Schools, and the contract for the Fernwood 
elementary school will probably be let within thirty days. Plans are now being 
drawn for the new Lincoln High School, the Twenty-seventh Avenue Junior 
High School, an addition at Walker Street (now the Vieau School) and to the 
Boys’ Technical High School. Additions to the South Division High School and 
the Cass Street School have had to be delayed because of the necessity for buying 
additional lots. Annexation difficulties have delayed progress in the matter of 
an addition to the Humboldt Park School. On the whole, the steps which the 
Board has taken are ample evidence of its grasp of the situation and its sincere 
intention to carry out the programs recommended by its survey committees. 

The present building program provides for 18,850 children and is designed 
to cover the building operations of the next five years. The committee did not 
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anticipate that nil of these buildings will be finished and ready for occupancy 
within the five year period, but all should be built or under way. For this reason 
the fact that the total pupil accommodations called for by that building program 
is somewhat larger than the number of pupil accommodations actually needed 
for the five year period is not too serious a cause for worry. By the time all of 
these buildings are completed (in seven or eight years) we shall probably have 
an enrollment of two or three thousand pupils above the 81,000 predicted for 
the end of the five year period. In other words the new building program in 
practice will probably be called upon to care for approximately 18,000 or 19,000 
instead of 16,000. Moreover it is not good policy to erect buildings filled to 
capacity on their opening day. Some margin should always be allowed for 
future growth.

In addition to the above, provision for additions to the two Trade Schools 
amounting to $600,000 is to be made from moneys available through the Trade 
Fund. 


Recommendations of the committee with reference to future school sites 
are also pertinent. The committee was convinced that if sites suitably located 
and of ample proportions are to be secured at reasonable prices, they must be 
purchased long in advance of actual building needs. A short sighted policy with 
reference to the purchase of sites, as past history shows, is extremely expensive. 
The estimated cost of the sites listed in the report is $700,500, an estimate which 
is based upon the cost if purchased now. The committee very probably assumes 
no responsibility for estimating the cost in case the purchase of many of these 
sites is delayed for a number of years.

somewhat more than $2,000,000 annually for a period of five years. Under the 
existing laws, bonds for school building purposes may be levied to the extent 
oi I per cent of the assessed valuation of this district, provided -the Common 
ouncil sees fit to permit it. This is a peculiarity in our school law which should 
be remedied, for obviously no official body is in a better position to judge the 
needs of the schools than the Board of School Directors. Such a Board usually 
pursues a policy of more cautious economy in levying children’s funds where 
solely responsible to the taxpayers than in those cities where they can pass the 
responsibility over to or share it with some other taxing body. Where the 
oard has the sole responsibility for taxes, taxpayers can cause it to feel 
its fiscal accountability. This will be fairly demonstrated one way or the other 
it and when, by the Milwaukee 1928 referendum, the people shall have given

FERNWOOD SCHOOL This school came into the city by territorial annexation from the 

Falling Heath and Town of Lake in 1925. The four-room building which stood on 

Pennsylvania Avenues the grounds was immediately razed as unserviceable. Fourteen 

barrack rooms on a new site now house the children of this rapidly 

growing district. A new twenty-two room building is now under construction. The enrollment is 
429. The cost of the grounds was $20,260. The cost of the new building will be $375,000. 



DOVER STREET SCHOOL This school became a part of the school system in 1886 when 
West o} Bay View was annexed to the city. In 1890 a new building 

Kinnickinnic Avenue was erected to which several additions have been made. The 

building contains twenty-four classrooms and is also equipped 
for social center purposes. In 1910 the building was partly destroyed by fire. The cost of the 
grounds was $3,500; the cost of the building was $137,340. The present enrollment is 988. 
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GREENBUSH STREET SCHOOL The site for this school was purchased in 1900 but the 
Chase and school building was not erected until 1914. For a year 

Greenbush Streets previous to that a six-room barrack building was used 

to accommodate the initial enrollment. The building has 
twenty-three classrooms. The cost of the grounds was $30,450; the cost of the building was 
$174,410. The enrollment is 867. 
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FIFTH AVENUE SCHOOL The site for this school was purchased in 1901, but the building 
Fi f lh and was not erected until 1908. The building has fourteen class- 

Hayes Avenues rooms and an assembly hall which is also used in part for class¬ 

room purposes. The cost of the grounds was $11,540, and the 
cost of the building $58,000. The enrollment is 679. 
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HUMBOLDT PARK SCHOOL The annexation of the territory south of Humboldt Park in 
Euclid and 1925 added this school to the city school system. It is an 

Adams Avenues eight-room building, the capacity of which is now supple¬ 

mented by five barracks. The building has long outgrown 
its usefulness and will have to be replaced by a new building in the near future. The cost of the 
building is reported to have been but $23,960. The latest revision of the five-year building pro¬ 
gram calls for an appropriation of $275,000 for an addition. The present enrollment is 509. 



HANOVER STREET SCHOOL Established in 1873 under the name Lincoln School. The 
Hanover and building has twenty-one classrooms and a small assembly 

Mitchell Streets hall. Three barrack rooms and the auditorium are also 

used for classroom purposes. The cost of the grounds and 
building was $168,190. The enrollment is 1,064. 
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MORGANDALE SCHOOL 

Oklahoma 

Avenue 


This school came into the city in 1924 by annexation of the dis¬ 
trict known as Morgandale. The building has six classrooms. 
A new site a half mile southwest has been purchased to be used 
for a more permanent structure. The enrollment is 235. The 
cost of the building was $13,620. 



MOUND STREET SCHOOL 

Mound Street , North 
of Lincoln Avenue 


This school was established in 1886. There are fourteen class¬ 
rooms and a small assembly hall. The enrollment is 626. The 
cost of the grounds and building was $98,650. 
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OKLAHOMA AVENUE SCHOOL 


This school was opened in 1913. Until 1916 when the new building was completed barracks 
were used to accommodate the membership. In 1926 the building was enlarged by a twelve- 
room addition, bringing it up to a twenty-three classroom capacity. Besides there is an audi¬ 
torium, a double gymnasium, and modern equipment for open air pupils. The site upon which 
the building stands offers exceptional playground facilities. The enrollment is 788. The cost of the ground was $22,100; the cost of 
the building was $358,275.

THE FRESH AIR ROOM OF THE OKLAHOMA AVENUE SCHOOL—This room is a part 
of the new addition to the building. It provides for undernourished and cardiac cases in this 
section of the city. 



PARK STREET SCHOOL This school is one of the five whose beginning antedates official 
Park and records of the Board. An early history mentions it as in existence 

Hanover Streets i n 1846, and also the erection of a new building in 1862. There 

are fourteen classrooms and a small assembly hall. The enrollment 
is 602. Part of the building is now being used by Technical High School classes and eventually 
the building will become an integral part of the Boys’ Technical High School. The cost of the 
grounds and building was $43,520. 
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TROWBRIDGE STREET SCHOOL 


Trowbridge Street and 
Delaware Avenue 


This school came into the city in 1887 with the annexa¬ 
tion of the district known as Bay View. The school 
was then located on Russell Avenue. In 1894 a new 
building was erected on Trowbridge Street and named 
accordingly. There are eighteen classrooms and a small assembly hall. The enrollment is 798. 
The cost of the grounds was $11,790; the cost of the building was $68,030. 



SECOND AVENUE SCHOOL 


From 1893 to 1899 this building was used as a home for the 
South Division High School. When the high school moved 
into its new building this school became an elementary school. 
There are seventeen classrooms; the enrollment is 677. The 
cost of the grounds was $10,600; the cost of the building was $94,800.

This school was established in 1889. The capacity of 
the building is twenty-two classrooms. In addition, one 
barrack room is used. The cost of the grounds was

present enrollment is 813. 
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VIEAU SCHOOL The history of this school begins in 1878. The building has 

(Formerly Walter Street ) ten classrooms. The recommendations included in the five- 

Walltcr and Greenbush Streets year building program call for an addition to cost approxi¬ 

mately $250,000. A sketch now being drawn calls for twelve 
classrooms and an auditorium. Contracts will probably be let early in 1928. The original build¬ 
ing was erected at a cost of $45,330. The cost of the grounds was $25,250. The present enrollment 
is 480, but will be considerably increased by the transfer of pupils from the Park Street School.

a time it was occupied as a deaf school. Since September, 1920, 
it has been occupied by the Lincoln High School, first as a junior high school and more recently 
as a six-year high school. The building is woefully unsuited to the demands of a modern 
high school. In addition to attic and basement rooms ten barracks are being used. The Boar 
has authorized the construction of a new and modern building to replace the present struc ure 
at an estimated cost of $1,250,000. 
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PAUL BINNER SCHOOL This school provides for the deaf children and was formerly 
Marshall and known as the School for the Deaf. It had its beginning in 1890 

Knapp Streets in building which stood on the site of the present Highland 

Avenue School. Since 1922 the school occupied quarters on 
Marshall Street. Plans now under way call for housing the deaf school on the fourth floor of the 
new Lincoln High School. The present enrollment of the deaf is 101. 



CASS STREET SCHOOL This building dates back to 1905. The history of the school goes 

Cass and Kewaunee back another fifty years. For the past three years the school has 

Slreets been operated on the Rotary plan. The building proper has eighteen 

classrooms; in addition, five barrack rooms, four basement rooms, 
and one assembly hall are being used for class purposes. The building program of the Board calls 
for an addition to this building estimated to cost $240,000, as well as an enlargement of the pres¬ 
ent school grounds. The present building and grounds represent an investment of approximately 
$87,000. The school has an enrollment of 1,300.

It has rather limited 
play space. The cost of the grounds and building was 
$154,590. The enrollment is 708.

Island Avenue and 
Harmon Street 


Established in 1882 as the Sixth District Primary School No. 
2. The building was enlarged to its present capacity of seven¬ 
teen rooms in 1923. The cost of the grounds was $11,100; the 
cost of the building was $130,530. The enrollment is 818. 
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THOMAS JEFFERSON SCHOOL 

Jefferson Street , Near 
Martin Street 


The first record of this school appears in the printed 
reports of 1860 when it was known as the Hadley School. 
There are sixteen classrooms and a small assembly hall. 
The cost of the grounds and building was $69,330. 
The enrollment is 663. 
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THE PLAYGROUND OF THE THOMAS JEFFERSON SCHOOL—A cement court that 
is very inadequate to meet present day requirements for playgrounds. Proper foresight in years 
gone by would h<xve prevented such a situation. Fortunately, the present Board has adopted a 
policy of buying no less than an entire block for new schools. 
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ANDREW JACKSON SCHOOL This school is one of five whose history takes us back to 

Detroit and Jackson the earliest days of public education in this city. The 

Streets records tell us of a building which stood on the present 

site in 1851. In course of time the building was enlarged 
by several additions. In 1915 a public natatorium was made a part of the building. The building 
has twenty-four classroomls besides the natatorium facilities and social center rooms. Playground 
facilities here are the poorest in the city. The cost of the grounds was $11,000; the cost of the 
building excluding the natatorium, which was built by the city, was $150,550. The enrollment is

HadUy Street rooms, and a small assembly hall on the third floor, besides rooms 

used for social center purposes. The cost of the grounds and 
building was $110,150. The enrollment is 726. 
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BENJAMIN FRANKLIN SCHOOL This school came into the Milwaukee school system in 1912 as the school of Joint District 
Twenty-fourth and No. 1, Town of Milwaukee. After a period of barracks the new structure was occupied 

Pease Streets i n the fall of 1924. The building represents some of our most up-to-date ideas in school 

architecture. It has twenty-three classrooms and an auditorium on the second floor. The 
enrollment is 1,101. The cost of the grounds and the building was $445,040.

Garfield Avenue and called the Union School. The building has fifteen class- 

Fourth Street rooms and a small assembly hall on the third floor. The 

cost of the grounds and building was $137,830. The 
enrollment is 515. 
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GARDEN HOMES SCHOOL This school derived its name from the section which was 
Atkinson and Letchworth annexed to the city in 1924 as the Garden Homes district. 

Streets The school is at present housed in three barrack rooms with 

an enrollment of 149. The rapidly developing character of 
the district will require that a permanent structure be erected in the near future. The Board’s 
Five Year Building Program includes an item of $350,000 for this purpose. The present site was 
acquired with this in mind. 



HOPKINS STREET SCHOOL 


Hopkins and Fifteenth 
Streets 


The records of this school begin in 1861 when it was called 
the Teutonia School. For a number of years it was abandoned, 
but in 1894 it was reopened as the Eleventh District 
Primary School No. 5. Later it became the Hopkins Street 
School. The building has sixteen classrooms. The cost of the grounds and building was $107,500. 
The enrollment is 729. 
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LAPHAM PARK OPEN AIR SCHOOL This school was opened in 1917. It was erected on 
Walnut and Eighth the site which at one time was known as Schlitz 

Greets Park and later on changed to Lapham Park. As 

its name implies, it provides education for physically 
weakened children in a wholesome atmosphere. The building stands on the Roosevelt Junior 
High School site. The cost of the building was $13,370. The enrollment is 132.

Twelfth and Lloyd School. The present building was erected in 1910. The school 

Streets has twenty rooms and an auditorium on the first floor. The cost 

of the grounds and building was $117,170. The enrollment is 
833. 
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NINTH STREET SCHOOL This school was established in 1866 under the name of Wash- 
Ninth and Sherman ington School. The original building is still in use as part of 

Streets the present twenty-five room structure. It also has a small 

assembly hall. The enrollment is 920. The cost of the grounds 
and building was $144,030. 
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RING STREET SCHOOL Before schools were named according to streets this school was 

Ninth and Ring known as the Twenty-first District Primary School, and later 

Streets Twenty-first District No. 2. It was established in 1897. An 

addition was built in 1910. It has a capacity of 25 classrooms 

and an enrollment of 1010. The cost of the building and grounds was $94,100. 
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TWELFTH STREET SCHOOL This school was established in 1878 as the Tenth District 

Twelfth and Center Branch School, and was later known as Twentieth District 

Streets No. 1. When in 1912 all schools were given street names it 

became known under its present name. There are fourteen 
classrooms; one barrack and an assembly hall which bring the total capacity to seventeen rooms. 
The enrollment is 764. The cost of the grounds and building was $63,860.
